On April 26th, the SFPD invoked the extension of time to respond pursuant to Government Code 
section 6253(c) because of the need to consult with another division of the agency. 

On May 9th, the SFPD provided you with responsive reports of public records requests 
submitted to the Department for the time frame requested. Further, we informed you that your 
request was extremely voluminous and burdensome and we asked if you would kindly prioritize 
the requests you seek responsive records for by providing us with the requests’ associated 
reference number. Finally, we also provided you with the SFPD’s production to reference no. 
P007191. Request for “...a list of every California Public Records Act request made from Jan. 1 
to the date of this request that falls under the parameters of SB1421.”

• Penal Code § 832.7(b)(5)(B) - to preserve the anonymity of complainants and witnesses. 

• Penal Code § 832.7(b)(5)(C) - to protect confidential medical, financial, or other 
information of which disclosure is specifically prohibited by federal law or would cause an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy that clearly outweighs the strong public interest 
in records about misconduct and serious use of force by peace officers and custodial 
officers.

We 
apologize for the confusion. In the future, to avoid any delays, you may follow up or make a 
separate request directly via the GovQA portal on our website. 

As for your request for the following: 

“I am further making an Immediate Disclosure Request for all emails to or from SEPD email 
accounts sent to or from "71966-85591263@requests.muckrock.com", and all forwards/replies 
thereto, between May 20 and June 24, inclusive. 

Responsive records are included in this correspondence. 

Additionally, you requested: 

Ql. “We see no bodycam footage released in those records you provided. Was there any?” 

The SEPD has no responsive records to your request. The officers subject to the records released 
were not equipped with body worn cameras at that time. 

Questions 1 and 2 are consolidated. You requested, “Referencing Bates numbers from your 
records: 

1. SEPD 110460706-000024 (OIS — lAD CASE #11-002) - please provide this page in its 
entirety without redactions. If you refuse, and retain redaction, state statutory authority for this 
specific page. 

SFPD 110460706-000024 (OIS — lAD CASE #11-002) - Please provide the "attaehed 
records" mentioned in the final line of this page.”

The information requested is exempt from disclosure pursuant to the following: 

Penal Code § 832.7(a) - except as provided in subdivision (b), the personnel records of peace 
officers and custodial officers and records maintained by any state or local agency pursuant to 
Section 832.5, or information obtained from these records, are confidential and shall not be 
disclosed in any criminal or civil proceeding except by discovery pursuant to Sections 1043 and 
1046 of the Evidence Code. 

3. You requested, “SEPD 100609942-00144 - Please provide the video referenced therein.” 

The SEPD has provided you with all the responsive records it has released on an incremental or 
rolling basis pursuant to Senate Bill 1421, to date.
